All  the  plants  are  labeled  and 
you  can  get  acquainted  with  them  at  your  lei¬ 
sure.  A  visit  every  three  weeks  from  April 
to  October  will  show  you  all  that  is  the  best 
in  perennial  plants. 

What  to  expect  from  Perennials 

If  planted  early,  you  should  have  a 
moderate  amount  of  bloom  the  first  year,  a 
good  showing  the  second,  and  the  third  Sum¬ 
mer  your  garden  should  be  glorious.  But  to 
attain  this  end  cultivation  and  fertilization  as 
well  as  watering  should  be  carried  on  consist¬ 
ently.  One  of  the  greatest  aids  we  have  found 
in  making  a  good  garden  is  granulated  peat. 
The  results  we  have  obtained  with  it  are  as¬ 
tonishing  and  anyone  with  the  problem  of  too 
heavy  soil  should  investigate  it.

ACHILLEA  (Yarrow  or  Milfoil).  Large  clusters  of 
small  flowers;  valuable  addition  to  the  garden 
and  good  cut  flowers.  Grow  in  any  sunny 
place. 

eupatorium.  Large  flat  yellow  heads,  valuable 
for  drying.  3  feet.  August, 
rosy  milfoil.  Especially  solid  masses  of  rosy 
pink  flowers.  1^4  feet.  July,  August, 
ptarmica.  Ball  of  Snow.  Clusters  of  very 
double  small  white  flowers.  Ip2  feet.  July. 

ACONITUM  (Monkshood  or  Wolfsbane).  Similar 
to  Delphinium  but  grows  best  in  the  shade. 
Will  do  best  if  given  plenty  of  moisture.  If 
planted  in  masses  the  tall  spikes  of  the  dark 
blue  are  very  effective.  Advantageously 
planted  in  the  Fall. 

autumnal.  A  very  striking  variety  because  of 
its  large  spikes  and  fine  glossy  foliage.  5  feet. 
September  and  October.  Dark  blue  .50 

Fishers.  A  very  fine  dwarf  variet3^  2Vz  feet. 
September,  Light  blue  .50 

napellus.  The  best  known  variety.  4  feet  Sum¬ 
mer.  Dark  blue.  .50 

ADENOPHORA  (Bellwort).  Plants  much  resem¬ 
bling  Capanulas  and  require  same  treatment. 
Liliifoli.  Very  graceful,  ZVz  feet.  Mid-summer. 
Blue. 

R.  G.  AETHIONEMA,  Pulchellum  (Persian  Candy¬ 
tuft).  One  of  the  most  valuable  Rock  Plants.  A 
loveh’,  refined  plant  somewhat  resembling  can¬ 
dytuft,  M3*riads  of  pink  blossoms  thru  a  long 
period  of  bloom.  Pot  plants  onh-  .50  each 

R.  G.  AJUGA,  Genevensis  (Bugle).  Fine  in  Rock 
Garden  or  ground  cover.  Abundance  of  foliage 
and  blue  blossoms.  Six  to  eight  inches  high. 
Does  well  in  shady  places. 

Reptans.  Much  like  the  above  with  purplish 
flowers  and  more  of  a  sun  plant. 

AGROSTEMMA,  coronaria  (Rose  Campion).  Bright 
rosy  crimson  blossoms  against  silver\'  foliage, 
in  June  and  Juh^  A  pleasing  contrast.  Slen¬ 
der  plants  growing  about  1%  feet  high. 

ALYSSUM,  Argenteum  (Rock  Madwort).  Silvery 
foliage  and  j^ellow  flowers.  IVz  feet. 
Rostratum.  A  good  growing  plant  with  gray 
foliage  and  pale  yellow  flowers.  Very  early. 
8  inches. 

Saxatile.  A  splendid  rock  plant.  Masses  of 
j^ellow  blossoms.  Earl3^  1  foot. 

ANCHUSA  (Summer  Forget-me-not)  Tall  coarse 
growing  plants,  in  season  bearing  great  masses 
of  tinj'-  blue  flowers.  A  good  border  plant.

Grows 
in  full  sun  in  moist  soil.  12  to  18  in. 

Japanese  type  is  rather  difficult  to  grow.  A 
very  acid  soil  full  of  humus  seems  to  be  neces¬ 
sary.  One  of  the  loveliest  of  garden  subjects 
when  they  do  well.  Their  large  cup  shaped 
flowers  are  borne  at  the  top  of  beautiful  two 
foot  plants  late  in  August.  Cover  plants  in 
winter.  .50  and  .75  each. 

Pulsatilla.  Nearly  prostrate  with  many  large 
lilac  flowers  in  earliest  Spring. 

ANTHEMIS,  Kelways  variety  (Golden  Marguerite) 
Hardy,  easily  grown  plants  that  bear  a  pro¬ 
fusion  of  small  golden  daisy'-like  flowers  for  a 
long  period  during  the  middle  of  the  Summer. 
Fine  cut  foliage.  1^  feet. 

Nobilis.  Yellow  blossoms  all  Summer.  Easily 
grown. 

R.  G.  ANTIRRHINUM,  Asarina.  A  climbing  Snap¬ 
dragon  of  great  value  in  Rock  Gardens.  Foliage 
grayish  green  and  yellow  blossoms.  A^ery  un¬ 
usual.  Pot  plants.  .50  each 

AQUILEGIA  (Columbine)  A  very'  valuable  group 
of  shade  loving  plants,  too  well  known  to  need 
description.  Give  them  light  soil  with  plenty 
of  humus  or  leaf  mold.  Can  be  planted  in  the 
Fall.

Album.  A  splendid  variety  with  white  blos¬ 
soms. 

Chrysantha.  A  good  y'ellow  form.  3  feet. 
July'. 

Coerulea.  This  is  the  famous  Rocky'  Mountain 
Columbine  and  is  too  well  known  to  need  much 
description.  Will  grow  anyw'here  in  the  north¬ 
ern  half  of  the  United  States  if  given  the  con¬ 
ditions  it  craves.

Elliot’s  Hybrids.  These  come  in  a  wide  range 
of  reds,  pinks,  y'ellows,  and  creams.  Very^  de¬ 
sirable.

Low  growing 
plants  flowering  continuously^  Valuable  for 
edging  in  border  or  rock  garden.  Need  light 
leafy'  soil  in  full  sun. 

Cepholates.  Broad  foliage  and  pink  flowers.

Nicely  scented  foliage  and  yel¬ 
low  blossom.  4  to  5  feet. 

pontica.  A  low  growing  cut  leaf  gra\'  herb. 
Useful  in  making  small  bouquets.  Can  be  kept 
very  low  by  clipping. 

Silver  King.  A  new  introduction  with  frosted 
silvery  foliage,  klakes  a  beautiful  contrast  with 
greens  of  the  border.  Good  for  dr^ung. 

ASCLEPIAS  tuberosa  (Butterfly  Weed)  Heads  of 
small,  brilliant  orange  flowers  on  two  foot 
stems.  Valuable  for  cutting.  Very  hard  to 
transplant.  July  to  August, 
incarnata.  A  tall  growing  plant  especially 
adapted  to  swampy  situations.  About  3  feet 
tall  with  rose  purple  flowers  in  dense  masses. 

ASTER  (Michaelmas  Daisy).  A  wonderfully  valu¬ 
able  group  of  plants  for  tall  mass  effects.  Found 
in  a  great  variet}^  of  colors.  These  plants  will 
grow  in  anj^  spot  not  too  shady.  Great  masses 
of  small  daisy-like  flowers.  Divide  frequently. 
Nof  'to  be  confused  with  the  China  Asters, 
which  are  annuals. 

New  England  Type.  Clear,  deep  purple.  5 
feet. 

W.  Bowman.  3  ft.  Rose  pink.  All  fall. 

Mrs.  Wright.  4  ft.  Large,  rosy,  purple  flow¬ 
ers.  Early. 

New  York  Type.  Grows  more  slenderly,  has 
lighter  foliage  and  is  more  graceful.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  are  good  varieties. 

Beauty  of  Colwell.  A  fine  deep  lavender. 
Cleopatra.  5  ft.  An  improvement  on  the  well 
known  Aster  Climax,  flowers  larger,  lavander 
with  conspicuous  c'cllow  disc. 

Climax.  One  of  the  best.  Light  lavander  blue. 
Glory  of  Colwell.  21/2  ft.  Blue.  All  fall. 

Maid  of  Colwell.  Loose,  graceful  sprays  of 
pure  white  flowers.  Fine  for  cutting. 

Miss  Eisele.  Lavender  blue.  All  fall.  Free 
blooming. 

Queen  of  Colwell.  Tall.  Mid-season.  Strik¬ 
ing  pale  mauve,  semi-double  flowers. 

Robert  Parker.  Violet. 

White  Climax.  A  good  white.

R.  G.  ASTER  SPECIES.  Very  chvarf  plants,  covered 
with  daisy-like  flowers.  Any  sunny  place. 
Alpinus.  Six  to  ten  inches.  Bluish  purple, 
subcoeruleus.  Many  lavender  flowers  on 
twelve-inch  stems,  thru  June  and  July. 

Both  of  these  small  Asters  are  very  good  in 
Rock  Gardens. 

ASTILBE  or  SPIREA.  Low  growing  plants  that 
in  mid-Summer  carry  feathery  spikes  of  small 
brightly  colored  flowers.  Do  best  in  very  moist 
shady  places  in  rich  soil. 

Mont  Blanc.  White.  .75  each 

Queen  Alexander.  Delicate  pink.  .75  each 

BAPTISIA  (False  Indigo).  Striking  border  plants, 
rather  resembling  Lupines.  Full  sun. 
australis.  Splendid  foliage.  Dark  blue  flowers. 
4  feet. 

BELAMACANDA  chinensis  (Blackberry  lily).  Plants 
much  like  Iris  that  in  June  have  3  foot  stems 
with  clumps  of  orange,  star  like  flowers.  In 
the  Fall  the  seed  pods  resemble  blackberries. 

BOCCONIA  cordata  (Plume  Poppy).  A  large  im¬ 
posing  plant  for  the  back  of  the  hardy  border. 
The  great  silvery  blue  leaves  and  the  long  buff 
colored  plumy  flowers  are  quite  decorative. 
Grows  up  to  eight  feet  high. 

BOLTONIA  (False  Chamomile).  Plants  that 
greatly  resemble  the  Fall  Asters;  valuable  for 
their  colors.  They  grow  about  five  feet  high 
and  bloom  the  end  of  August, 
asteroides  is  a  fine  white  form, 
latisquama  is  a  soft  lavender  pink. 

BUDDLEYA  magnifica  (Summer  Lilac).  This  is 
a  half  hardy  shrub  that  is  best  treated  as  a 
herbaceous  plant  and  cut  down  each  year. 
Valued  especially  for  its  long  spikes  of  fragrant 
lilac  flowers  that  are  produced  most  freely  to¬ 
ward  the  end  of  the  Summer.  Good  cut 

flowers  4-inch  pot  plants.  .50  each 

CAMPANULA  (Bellflowers).  A  large  fine  group  of 
flowers,  varying  greatly  in  height,  but  all  char¬ 
acterized  by  having  pendant,  bell  shaped 
flowers,  usually  in  blue  or  white.  Invaluable. 
Canterbury  Bells.  Biennials  that  are  much 
used  because  of  their  large,  showy,  white,  pink, 
lavender  or  purple  flowers;  which  come  both 
single  and  double.  3  feet.  July, 
elegans.  Pale  blue  flowers  thru  summer.  18 
inches. 

grossecki.  Large  heart  shaped  leaves,  blue 
flowers  all  summer.  One  of  the  best  bellflow¬ 
ers.  2  feet. 

lactiflora.  Light  blue  flowers.  4  feet  high 
during  July  and  August.

Blue 
flowers  on  slender  stocks  thru  summer.  1  foot. 

CASSIA  marilandica  (Senna).  Strong  growing 
shrubby  plants  that  in  mid-summer  are  covered 
with  great  masses  of  small  yellow  flowers.  Has 
considerable  decorative  value.

CATANANCHE.  Flowers  good  for  cutting,  on  long 
stems  high  above  a  flat  mass  of  leaves. 
Blossoms  thru  a  long  season  and  fine  for  the 
border. 

Deep  blue  flowers, 
coerulea  bicolor.  Purple  and  white. 

CENTAUREA  (Hardy  cornflower).  Graceful,  showy 
flowers  all  summer  in  wdde  range  of  colors. 
Excellent  for  cutting. 

babylonica.  Good  fluffy  yellow  flowers.  H/^ 
feet. 

dealbeta.  Large  striking  pink  flowers.  Il4  feet. 
Macrocephala.  Large  thistle  like  yellow  flow¬ 
ers.

HARDY  CHRYSANTHEMUMS.  The  flowers  of 
these  plants  are  frequently  caught  by  early 
frosts,  but  if  they  escape  this  danger,  usually 
make  a  brave  showing.  All  Mums  require  a 
rich  soil,  much  feeding  and  frequent  division. 
We  have  a  quite  large  range  of  colors  and  types 
and  can  supply  almost  any  variety  demanded.

davidiana.  A  shrubbery  type,  growing  about 
2V2  feet  high,  carrying  in  late  Summer  whorls 
of  fragant  lavender  blue  flowers.  .50  each. 

CONVALLARIA  majalis  (Lily  of  the  Valley).  This 
most  desirable  plant  responds  to  good  treat¬ 
ment  most  readily.  A  shady  place,  plenty  of 
moisture  in  the  Spring,  and  an  inch  of  old 
manure  every  Fall  will  give  a  wonderful  pro¬ 
fusion  of  flowers.  Plant  in  the  Fall  if  pos¬ 
sible. 

COREOPSIS  lanceolata  (Tickseed).  Valuable  for 
giving  good  long  stemmed  yellow  daisy-like 
flowers  all  Summer  long.  An  easily  grown 
perennial  that  should  be  found  in  every  garden. 

DELPHINIUM  (Larkspur).  The  most  valuable 
group  of  tall  blue  flowers  for  the  garden  use. 
The  choicest  are  the  English  Hybrid  forms, 
which  are  exceedingly  beautiful  and  vigorous. 
They  will  do  best  in  moderately  rich  friable 
garden  soil  with  plenty  of  water.  Use  bone 
meal  freely  but  avoid  fresh  manures.  If  the 
spikes  are  cut  as  soon  as  they  fade  a  suc¬ 
cession  of  blooms  may  be  had  nearly  all  Sum¬ 
mer. 

Choicest  English  Hybrids.  Roberts  reselection. 
In  this  strain  we  have  tried  to  incorporate  the 
best  of  the  English  and  American  types.  The 
outstanding  characteristics  are  extreme  length 
of  flower  spike  and  a  brilliant  range  of  pastel 
shades. 

belladonna.  The  best  light  blue  cut  flower  var¬ 
iety. 

bellamosa.  A  dark  blue  of  the  belladonna  type. 
Chinese.  A  fine,  low  growing  form  with  loosely 
built  deep  blue  clusters. 

Chinese  album.  A  white  form  of  the  above.

Enormous  plants  with 
great  numbers  of  gray  heads.  Fine  for  the 
background. 

ENGLISH  IVY.  A  very  valuable  broad  leaf  Ever¬ 
green  for  both  garden  and  inside  the  home. 

EREMURUS  (Fox  Tail  Lily).  The  stateliest  plant 
for  the  border.  When  established,  the  great 
spikes  will  grow  ten  feet  or  more.  Needs  rich, 
well  drained  soil  in  a  cool  spot, 
elwesi.  Comes  in  pink  and  white.  7.00  each 
Himalayan.
